WATER  GARDEN¬ 
ING  is  one  of  the 
least  expensive  and 
most  beautiful  types  of  land¬ 
scaping,  and  will  bring  you  big 
dividends  in  beauty  and  satis¬ 
faction.  In  addition,  a  Water 
Garden  will  actually  enhance 
the  value  of  your  property.  A 
pool  that  will  be  well  suited 
for  the  plants  and  a  beautiful 
addition  to  your  grounds  can 
be  built  very  economically,  and  in  some  instances  its  only  cost  will  be  a  little 
of  your  own  time  devoted  to  using  materials  you  already  have. 

The  first  consideration  is  the  selection  of  the  location  of  your  water  garden 
so  that  it  will  fit  in  with  your  other  landscaping.  Water  plants  of  all  kinds 
naturally  grow  in  streams  and  lakes  away  from  trees,  so  the  lily  pool  should  be 
placed  where  the  plants  will  receive  a  generous  amount  of  the  health-giving 
rays  of  the  sun. 

While  such  metal  fittings  as  drains,  overflow  pipes  and  fillers  are  necessary  for 
many  types  of  water  gardens,  we  want  to  caution  you  against  the  use  of  gal¬ 
vanized  or  zinc  coated  metal  tubs  or  tanks  for  your  pool  because  water  lilies 
will  not  thrive  in  them. 

A  very  satisfactory  water  garden  can  be  made  of  a  large,  clean,  wooden  tub, 
or  the  bottom  section  of  a  barrel  or  hogshead,  about  two  feet  deep,  set  into  the 
ground  with  the  rim  about  flush  with  the  surface.  (See  Fig.  1.)  Often  several

of  these  tubs  can  be  artistically  grouped  into  a  most  attractive  and  interesting 
water  garden.  You  can  beautify  the  outer  edge  around  the  tubs  with  tastefully 
arranged  flagstones  or  low  flowers. 

A  beautiful  pool  can  be  constructed  of  field  or  flagstone  or  boulders  held  to¬ 
gether  with  a  mortar  made  of  four  parts  good  clean  sand  and  one  part  Port¬ 
land  cement.  (See  Fig.  2.)  Such  a  pool  can  be  made  in  a  variety  of  shapes  and 
will  be  artistic  and  beautiful.  Follow  the  instructions  given  for  concrete  pools. 
Many  will  prefer  to  construct  their  concrete  pools  themselves,  and  it  is  not  at 
all  difficult.  No  special  knowledge  of  handling  cement  is  required  because  it 
will  not  be  necessary  to  finish  the  pool  smooth  and  true  like  a  concrete  floor. 

Excavate  to  a  depth  of  two  feet  six  inches,  and  tamp  the  soil  until  firm  and 
level.  This  is  the  time  to  install  any  drain,  overflow  and  supply  pipes  you 
may  wish  to  use,  by  setting  them  in  place  and  later  casting  the  concrete  around 
them.  Fill  in  the  bottom  with  a  concrete  mixture,  using  one  part  water-proof 
Portland  Cement,  two  parts  sharp  clean  sand,  and  three  parts  two-inch  stone. 

Next,  place  a  form 
made  of  one-inch  lum¬ 
ber  so  that  the  wall  of 
the  pool  will  be  six 
inches  thick  at  the  bot¬ 
tom  and  four  inches 
thick  at  the  top,  using 
the  inside  of  the  exca¬ 
vation  as  the  outside  of 
the  wall.  (See  Fig.  2.) 
Between  the  wooden  form  and  the  side  of  the  excavation  pour  a  rather  wet 
mixture  of  concrete  and  tamp  down  well.  If  the  pool  is  larger  than  six  feet 
in  any  dimension  the  walls  and  bottom  should  be  reinforced  by  installing  a 
heavy  wire  mesh  or  half-inch  steel  reinforcing  rods  before  pouring  the  concrete ; 
this  is  an  aid  in  preventing  cracks.  Keep  the  hardening  concrete  thoroughly 
wet  down  for  several  days,  and  it  is  best  not  to  plant  for  about  ten  days. 

The  inside  wall  should  be  sloping  as  shown  in  Fig.  2  to  prevent  cracking  the 
pool  should  the  water  freeze  in  winter.

FUNDAMENTALS  OF 
WATER  LILY  CULTURE 

By 

L.  HELEN  FOWLER 

NO  flowers  are  easier 
to  grow  than  Water 
Lilies  and  water  plants. 

None  equal  them  in  variety  of 
color  and  perfume.  All  these 
beautiful  sturdy  plants  need  is 
good  rich  soil,  sunshine,  a  lit¬ 
tle  fertilizer  now  and  then,  and  a  quiet  water  pool  that  need  not  be  large  or 
expensive.  Locate  your  water  garden  in  the  open  sunshine.  Water  lilies  do 
not  thrive  in  excessive  shade.  Any  size  pool  will  do,  and  is  easy  to  build  by 
following  instructions  on  pages  4  and  5. 

In  artificial  pools  the  easiest  way  to  plant  is  in  a  wooden  box.  This  makes  it 
easy  to  remove  your  lilies  from  the  pool  to  transplant  or  fertilize.  Make  boxes 
about  2'-0"  square  by  I'-O"  high.  Fill  with  rich  soil,  properly  fertilized,  to 
within  one  inch  of  the  top.  Plant  one  lily  in  each,  fill  the  remainder  with  sand 
to  prevent  the  soil  from  washing  away  and  discoloring  the  water  and  the  fish 
from  digging  around  the  roots. 

Remember  water  lilies  should  be  planted  so  there  is  never  more  than  from  9 " 
to  12"  of  water  above  the  crown  of  the  plant.  When  well  established  they 
may  run  to  much  deeper  water.  When  box-planting  measure  the  water  above 
the  top  of  the  box.  Plant  marginal  plants  and  sub-aquatics  with  only  their 
roots  under  water,  and  when  used  in  artificial  pools,  plant  in  boxes  not  more 
than  6"  deep,  raised  almost  to  the  surface,  by  mounting  on  bricks. 

The  best  fertilizer  is  well  rotted  cow  manure;  mix  with  the  soil  in  the  usual 
proportions.  Vigoro,  a  prepared  fertilizer,  is  very  good.  Use  1  lb.  to  a  bushel 
of  soil.  For  established  plants,  use  four  heaping  teaspoonfuls  to  each  plant, 
well  mixed  with  the  soil  around  the  roots. 

Hardy  lilies  and  fish  do  better  if  left  in  the  pool  all  winter,  provided  you  live 
where  no  more  than  \0"  of  ice  forms.  In  a  colder  climate  store  your  plants 
in  their  boxes  in  a  cool  cellar.  Keep  the  soil  only  slightly  damp  and  not  too 
warm  or  the  roots  may  sprout.  Lilies  and  water  plants  naturally  lie  dormant 
all  winter.  If  it  is  impractical  to  remove  the  plants,  drain  the  water  and  cover 
the  roots  with  straw  and  leaves  to  prevent  freezing. 

In  any  Water  Garden  a  few  fish  are  necessary  to  eradicate  the  larvae  of  the 
mosquito,  and  the  bright  colored  fish  darting  about  among  the  flowers  adds 
enchantment,  beauty  and  interest  to  your  pool.

FOR  MARGINAL  AND  SHALLOW

SUB-AQUATICS  are  a  class  of  beautiful  plants  that  grow  on  the 
margins  of  ponds  and  slow  streams.
